place of his nativity, and if it wes on for­ 
eign soil ho must give proof that he vtes 
then a citizen of tb5s country.

had but 
a snort time in which to obtain this prciff 
prior to the day of sailing, and irs passage 
was secured. 
To do so would require 
writing to his father, who resided in Mien* 
igan, aud would be attended with Duskier- 
able trouble. It occurred to him that the 
whole matter could be arranged in a few 
moment by stepping iutothe offici of the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court and laking out 
papers.

The Old National Pike. 
The traffic seems like a frieze with an 
endless procession rd figures. There were 
sometimes sixteen gayly painted coaches 
each way a day; the cattle aud sheep were 
never out of sight; the canvas-coyered 
wagons were drawn by six or 
twelve 
houses with bows of hells over their col­ 
lars ; the families of statesmen and mer­ 
chants went In private v cmd es; and while 
most of the travellers Wire unostentatious, 
a lew had splendid equipages, and em­ 
ployed outriders. 
Some cl the pa sos 
through the Alleghames were as precipi­ 
tous as any in the Sierra Nevada, and the 
mountains were as wild. 
Within a mile 
of the road the country was a wilder ne- s, 
but on the highway the traffic was us dense 
and as contiuous as ’n the main street of 
a large town. 
The national road propel was built trout 
Cumberland, Maryland* to Wheeling, Vir­ 
ginia, by the United States government, 
the intention being to establish it as far as 
St. Louts. It wrsexcellently macadamized; 
the rivers and creeks were spanned by 
stone bridges; the distances were indexed 
by iron mile posts, and the toil houses sup­ 
plied with strong iron grates. Its projector 
and *chicf supporter wrn Henry Clay, 
whose services in i’s behalf arc commem­ 
orated by a .monument near Wheeling. 
Henry Beesoo, a former Cougrc -man was 
also an advocate ct It, and on one occasion 
he made a public speech iu which he 
showed 
the 
audience—so 
flexible is 
arithmetic combined with Imagination— 
that from the number of horseshoes it 
would necessitate, ami the number of nails, 
it was better adapted to promote trade than 
any railway would be. 
From Cumber* 
laud to Baltimore the road, or a large part 
of It, was built by certain banka ot Mary­ 
land, which were rechartered in 1810 on 
condition that they should complete the 
woik. So far Iroin being a burden to them, 
it proved a most lucrative business for 
many years, yielding as much us twenty 
per cent., and it is only ot late years that 
it has yielded less than two or three per 
ctnt. The part built by tho Federal gov­ 
ernment was transferred to Maryland some 
time ago, and the tolls meanie a political 
perquisite; but within the past year it has 
acquired by the counties ot Alleghany aud 
and Garrett, which have made it free. 
We have written of what is past. 
The 
canal and railway have superseded the old 
national “pike/' and it ft not often now 
that a traveller disturbs the dust that lies 
upon it. The dust i’self, indeed, bes settled 
and given root to the grass and shrubbery, 
which iu many places show how complete I 
the decadence is. Tho black snakes, inoc- * 
casins, and copperheads, that were always 
plentiful in the mountains, have become so 
unused to the intrusion of mao that they 
sun themselves in tho road, and a vehicle 
cannot pass without running over ’hem.

Enough has been left rodcspoilcd to sustain 
the interest and individoality of the high­ 
way, which from Frederick to Cumberland 
is rich by dower ol Nature, independently 
of its past.— TV.
